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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association: 

In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Association,  I  hereby 
present  to  you  my  report  for  1896. 

The  year  has  not  been  an  eventful  one.  The  difficulties 
under  which  the  Institution  labored  at  its  beginning,  and  which 
have  attended  it  for  so  many  years  of  the  past,  have  not  been 
materially  lessened  ;  yet  to  have  withstood  them  at  all  during  so 
long  a  period  of  unexampled  business  and  financial  depression, 
gives  certainly  cause  for  encouraged  hopefulness  as  to  its  future. 

Many  plans  were  devised  during  the  year  to  lift  the  debt  of 
the  Association,  or  at  least  to  multiply  its  sources  of  revenue. 
Among  other  propositions  offered,  were  those  of  leasing  the  upper 
portion  of  the  building  for  hotel  purposes  ;  also  to  remove  the 
Library  proper  to  a  more  central  location — but,  upon  careful  con- 
sultation and  deliberation  by  the  Board  members  as  to  the  cost  of 
such  changes,  and  certain  possible  contingencies,  these,  together 
with  others,  were  declined. 

Five  life  subscriptions,  representing  the  sum  of  $500, — but 
in  faith  and  friendship  to  the  Association  of  value  incalculable, — 
were  received.  Other  timely  contributions,  through  the  exertions 
of  kindly  members,  reached  an  additional  total  of  $2000.  The 
Ladies'  Auxiliary,  ever  faithful  and  resourceful,  increased  the 
amount  still  further  by  $550;  so  that  our  Association  is  proven 
not  to  have  lacked  for  friends  and  helpers,  nor  will  it,  I  trust,  in 
the  year  before  us. 

For  further  details  of  the  year's  administration,  the  members 
are  referred  to  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Librarian. 
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The  regular  ticket,  as  nominated  by  the  Committee  appointed 
for  the  purposes,  of  officers  and  trustees  for  the  ensuing  year, 
1897,  was  duly  elected,  January  20th,  as  follows  :

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LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  President,  Board  of  Trustees  and  Members  : 

From  the  lack  of  that  knowledge  which  comes  from  personal 
supervision,  the  task  of  compiling  a  report  of  the  work  and  con- 
dition of  the  Mercantile  Library  for  the  year  1896,  has  been  one 
of  no  little  labor  and  difficulty,  and  must  necessarily  be  brief- 
offering  little  beside  the  various  statistics  for  the  year. 

Commencing  with  that  which  is  most  vital  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Library,  its  membership  —  by  the  last  report  of  my  predecessor 
in  office,  I  find,  on  January  1,  1896,  the  total  number  of  subscrib- 
ing, or  paying  members,  to  have  been  832  ;  129  of  this  number, 
however,  being  special  members  (teachers),  at  half  rates.  For 
a  more  definite  understanding,  1  tabulate  the  record  of  the  year 
as  follows  :

There  were  also  280  pamphlets  and  7  newspapers  donated, 
the  names  of  which  appear  in  the  complete  list  appended.  Forty- 
three  more  volumes  were  purchased  in  1896  than  in  the  preced- 
ing year,  but  the  number  of  periodicals  bound  and  the  donations 
were  less  ;  placing  the  total  accession  in  bound  volumes  for  1895 
at  1,758  and  that  of  1896  at  1,717.  The  number  of  books  cir- 
culated outside  the  Library  was  also  less  ;  the  total  for  1895 
being  42,461  and  that  for  1896,  41,052 — a  decrease  of  1,409.

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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my  second  annual  address. 

There  is  but  little,  in  the  main,  to  report  of  change  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Library  from  those  of  1896.  The  efforts  of  its 
friends,  particularly  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  have  been,  as  ever, 
unremitting  in  its  behalf.  Also,  we  chronicle  two  life  enroll- 
ments ;  but  the  most  notably  gratifying  event  of  the  year  was 
the  munificent  gift  of  Mr.  John  W.  Hendrie  of  Sound  Beach,  Con- 
necticut. This  gentleman,  formerly  a  a  well  known  and  honored 
San  Franciscan,  and  still  retaining  large  local  interests,  wishing 
to  make  a  donation  to  some  worthy  institution  made  his  wishes 
known  to  your  President,  who  succeeded  in  getting  him  to  make 
a  donation  of  land  to  the  Mercantile  Library.  He  bestowed  upon 
it  property  to  the  value  of  about  $12,000;  a  portion  of  which 
was  sold  for  $7,500,  which  sum  was  at  once  applied  to  the  lessen- 
ing of  its  indebtedness.  On  the  3d  of  November  a  reception  at 
the  rooms  of  the  Association  was  tendered  Mr.  Hendrie,  together 
with  a  certificate  of  honorary  life  membership,  as  a  slight  testi- 
monial of  our  appreciation  and  gratitude.  Mr.  Hendrie  has  a 
most  charming  old  colonial  home  at  Sound  Beach,  where  he 
passes  a  portion  of  the  year  ;  the  remainder  being  given  to  San 
Francisco.  Mr.  Hendrie  is  a  graduate  of  Yale,  and  has  never 
forgotten  his  Alma  Mater :  his  generosity  aiding  many  young  men 
to  an  education  within  its  walls. 

It  is  with  pain  that  I  pass  from  this  pleasant  episode  to  an 
event  so  sad  as  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  J.  O'Brien,  which  occurred 
in  July  of  the  year.  Mr.  O'Brien  had  filled  the  position  of 
Treasurer  of  the  Association  for  three  consecutive  terms. 


Mr.  S.  C.  Bigelow  having  resigned  from  the  Vice-Presidency, 
Mr.  Barry  Baldwin  was  advanced  to  that  position,  and  Mr.  T.  P. 
Woodward  to  that  of  Treasurer.  Two  vacancies  in  the  Board 
thus  occurring,  Mrs.  Lovell  White  and  Mrs.  Henry  Gibbon,  Jr., 
were  unanimously  elected  to  them,  and  served  the  remainder  of 
the  term  with  so  much  zeal  and  fidelity  that  I  feel  words  to  be 
inadequate  to  express  sufficient  commendation  of  their  efforts. 
Also,  1  take  pleasure  in  speaking  here  of  the  courtesy  and  co- 
operation of  the  Board  generally,  throughout  the  year,  and  I 
thank  you  for  the  confidence  shown  in  my  administration  by  my 
election  to  a  third  term  of  office.
